COCKLE BURR, LONG 


PEST, FINDS ITS USE 


Yields Valuable Oil for Paints and 


Varnishes and Adaptable 


;: 
for Food. 


Out of the cockle burr, which sticks 


to the clothes of the pnsser-by and has 
generally been considered a pest, Is 
now being mode a new nnd vnUiable 
oil valuable for use In paints and var- 
nishes .and adaptable for food. 


The details were explained by L. B. 


Rhodes, oil chemist of the North Caro- 
lina department of agriculture. In an 
address delivered In Raleigh, N. C., be- 
fore the North Carolina section o£ the 
American Chemical society. 


"The cockle burr." said Mr. Rhodes, 


"familiarly known as the clot burr. Is 
a coarse plant, with rough leaves and 
prickly head. It Is widely distributed 
through the United States, so that it 
is more or less of a nuisance In most 
localities and Is very abundant through- 
out the South. If the burrs could be 
obtalcci systematically In sufficiently 
largo quantities they could be easily 
milli.-d. 


"Those which I have gathered," con- 


tinued Mr. Rhodes, "were either dry or 
In a half dry. condition. They were 
first cut in haif by a trimming board 
and the kernels mashed. The ground 
kernels were then wrapped in cheese 
cloth, and pressed between cold steel 
plates. 


"The oil thus obtained -was allowed 


to sirttle for three or four dnys and 
then filtered. It is at a light yellow 
shade, has a clear sparkling appear- 
ance and a pleasant odor and an agree- 
able natty taste. It keeps well with- 
ont becoming rancid. On nccormt of 
this quality it should eventually be 
used as a substitute in the dietary for 
other vegetable oils. 


"The press cake left after eipresa- 


m the oil should be of value as a-iood 
for cattle and certainly It can be read- 
ily used as a. fertilizer." 


The yield from the kernel 1» about 


80 per cent and the kernels constitute 
about the Knme proportion of the bulk 
of the crude burrs. The press cnkc 
contains about 40.34 per cent of 
protein.

Since the signing of the ar- 
mistice something like 456^000 Ameri- 
can soldiers have been appreciably 
benefited by the army school?, which 
have been put within the reach o:' ev- 
ery_maa and which have provide*! fa- 
cilities to study almost every conceiv- 
able subject from farming to philoso- 
phy.. . 


Few- of the army educators- in 


France realized at the---outset how 
great a work they were starting. The 
svldttywtth which the enlisted man 
and his" officer have seized upon the 
proffered opportunities has nstocoded

With this object lesson before it the 


nrroy has been inspired to carry on 
This work at home In the standing 
forces. The project assumes, it is un- 
derstood, that the standing'army of 
the future will be a compare:Ively 
large one. and that there may be a 
short period of compulsory training' 
for the youths of the country, alttoagh 
;he scheme is not dependent upon the 
compulsory feature. 


1 Under the new system all subjects 
would be taught, from A, B, C's for the 
illiterate up through perhaps the first 
yenr of university work. 
Vocational 


training would naturally form a most 
Important phase of the program. Boys 
who had hud no opportunitj 
for 


schooling before entering the army 
would be started on tbelr wav and 
would be.permitted to re-enlist nt the 
expiration of their service in order to 
carry on their studies. Others, who 
perhaps, .had. finished high. 5-hooI, 
wdulS Ke'given a chance to begio .their 
college' course so that there would be 
no waste of time In case they were 
planning to "go Into-professions or busi- 
ness." .

There would be military training, of 


course, and the soldiers would be made 
as nearly physically perfect as pos- 
sible. A large part of their time, how- 
ever, would be de-voted. If they so de- 
jlred, to improTtoff their minds. Thns, 
the army believes, any boy, no matter j 
what his standing In society, woild be 
materially benefited by his per.od of 
sen-Ice with the colors. 


Help to Get Good Position*, 


Probably the mnn "who would profit 


most would b* the one who h;id ac- 
quired either no education or ha-I been 
forced to leave school at an early age; 
for .example, a >Tew York EnU'slde 
boy who has left school to help, sup- 
port the family and has no equipment 
to enable bins to secure lucrative worfc 
and 'so drifts about In unskilled labor. 
If he enters the army, he is to De put 
to worfc in the school, housed $:id fed, 
and paid a regular wage which tie can 
send home to his ^--op-e. At the end 
of the year it Is expected that lie will 
be proficient enough tn his tmde so 
that he c*n get a job with good proe- 
pects. The gate to the broad highway 
will be opet*^?. to him. 


It is believed by educators that j 


many poor youths will devote n'rt only 
one year to tt e army, but will remain 
for several years, In order to require 
at least some higher education,
